Saul ceased from pursuing David 
(I Samuel thfl when he fled into the 
land of the Philistines for he feared 
Uiam greatly « Sam. »:S, «, tv-ta 
fought with Saul's enemies bat never- 
theless wss not wanted (M:6-U). His 
wives being: taken captive, he with 
400 men destroyed Zlklsg, sending the 

spoil to his friend* in Jsdsh (1 Bam 
30). Following the death of Seal and 
Jonathan (n Sam. chapter 1) we read 
Dsvid's wonderful lament (ch. 1). 

I. David, King, of Judah. "«) 
Datltf's Klnndorn, ch. 2:13. -ttlsntv* 
seven or eight years since Samuel 
anointed the young shepherd to be 
king in Saul's place. David waa prob- 
ably twenty-nine years of age. Hs 
bad now a fourfold assurance of his 
throne (s) God's decree {I Bam. Ml 
IMS); (b) The death or Saul (ch. 1: 
4); (o) God'* command (V. 1), and 

(di The choice of the people (v. 4), 
His every step seems to have bees 
led of God. therefore he had made no 
false mores (James 1:E-T. see also Ps. 
19:13. 14). How God by means of the 
stones Id the priest's breastplate made 
known his win we are not told and tt 
Is Idle to speculate. We have a bet- 
ter way, .the Inspired word and the 
living spirit through which we may 
receive guidance. Such guidance is 
conditioned upon obedience (1 Sam. 
SS:S: Acts B:SS). Qod directed David, 
after Saul's death to "go up" to Heb- 
ron, which means "fellowship." It 
wss here that Abraham, (he man of 
faith, had lived. David thus began 
bts conquest of the land In fellowship 
with Qod. David implicitly obeyed 
God's decree (v. 3), took hi* family 
with him and also brought his men 
■nth their households. This is a sug- 
gestion relative to household fellow- 
ship with God. They lert nothing be- 
hind to lure them back as Lot waa 

In red when be left Sodom. These 
men had been David's partners In his 
adversity and are now to share In his 
glory (Luke 22:33, 19; IT Tim. 1:13;

(2) David's Diplomacy, 3:B-7. tt 
wss good politics for David to honor 
these men of - Jsbeeh, yet lie was hon- 
est and sincere for he honored Saul

men had shown kindness 
now Jehovah would show 
them- (v. 6).

The church herself cannot escape. She has no option— she must 
light. Retreat means defeat. This momentous battle will decide 
whether the church is stronger than the opposition. The church 
IS on trial. She will never have a fairer chance. Numbers, wealth, 
social standing are on her side. Now is the time and here is the 
place to vindicate her august, transcendant claims. If she cannot tri- 
umph here and now. when and where can she triumph? 

With such Satanic forces and conditions facing her, how is it 
that the church, decrying all other remedied, is failing to apply 
her ipivn? What means this degeneracy in modern times, which 
the ctuirch seems incapable of arresting? Why is it, that vices 
and corruption arc Spreading with terrific rapidity, to which the 
church is offering only a feeble barrier? All sorts of evils are on 
the increase— the power of the saloon increasing; discontent 
among wage-earners increasing; the breach between the masses 
and classes increasing; the suspicion and hatred of the churches in- 
creasing; poierty and* crime, immorality and gambling, skepticism 
and materialism, alt increasing. ^__-t 

But so is membership in the churches increasing; so are Chris- 
tian intelligence and respectability increasing. Then why under 
the sun is not our political and mora! salvation increasing? What 
is the matter with the church that she stands helpless in the face 
of these corrupting and destroying forces? The answer to these 
thunder-clap questions is that the church lacks organization. She 
tights in a sporadic nay. through individual churches, fighting

Tuc generalship is all on the other side. The evils which assail 
the nation or the face are air organized and allied. So are all the 
greal factors of civilization- — war, commerce, business, politics, ed" 
ucation — everything, except religion. Is it any wonder that increase 
of numbers and wealth and culture have not given the church the 
victory, when she will not federate for great, common offensive and 
defensive -purposes ? 

The vital need of the hour in this city and fi»r our race is 
church union, not a union of unit-warm forms, but of spirit and en- 
deavor. Whether we shall ever have, or had better have, a common 
creed to express our faith, or a uniform service to carry out our 
worship, is a question. But if the church is to dominate this city — 
nay. if it is to survive at all. she must bind her followers together in 
triumphant cooperation and swing them into battle line, under a 
common banner and against the common enemy. .She must cry as 
Wellington did at Waterloo: "Let there be an advance all along 
the line. Up guards, and at them!"
